Wanderers all set 
for the match 
of the decade 


WYCOMBE Wanderers, 
a club with a proud history 
spanning some 90 years, 
will be breaking new 
ground when they walk out 
in front of 12,000 excited 
spectators for tomorrow’s 
(Saturday) F.A. Cup tie 
against Middlesbrough. 

This match, which has kindled 
more interest than any other 
game since the 1957 Amateur 
Cup final, is the first time the 
club have ever reached the third 
round of the competition, To do 
it, they have had to beat 
Bournemouth, a Third Division 
side, away from home and 
before that five other amateur 
clubs. 

Their prize for that achieve- 
ment is the visit of one of the 


| finest sides in the whole of Great 


Britain Middlesbrough. The 
‘Boro’ deserve that title for the 
way they have performed in the 
First Division this season, 

Many felt Boro’ wouldn't 
cope with the additional 
pressures of the First Division, 
Charlton has proved them 
wrong. With the players 
available, he had blended them 
into a hard, talented and 
thoroughly workmanlike team 
that has shocked the footballing 
world this term. His record must 
be unique. 

So just what chance have an 
amateur team got against one of 
the finest clubs in the country? 
Will it be a five or six goal lesson 
for Wycombe or can they hold 
their own in such distinguished 
company? 

Wanderers have several 
things going for them. Firstly, 
there's the partisan crowd to 
urge them on, there’s Loakes 
Park itself which will surprise 
the Middlesbrough players, and 
there is a belief in the home 
team that they can do well. 
Against them, there are 12 
highly trained professional foot- 
ballers currently on the crest of 
a wave, who have been defeated 
only a handful of times this 
season and who cannot afford to 
lose this match at any cost. 

The cards look heavily stack- 
ed against the Blues, On paper, 
they appear to have not even the 


remotest chance of pulling off 
victory, perhaps not even a 
draw. They key to the whole 
question of tomorrow's game is 
in the difference between the 
amateur and professional world, 

Wycombe manager Brian Lee 
has a glowing respect for that 
difference. He has stated on 
both television and radio: “We 
have no chance.” 

He watched Middlesbrough 
in action last week at Goodison

The ex-Celtic star began a 
two week suspension on 
Wednesday after going over the 
12 point limit. His place will 
probably go to Peter Brine, who 
was originally the substitute. 
Otherwise Boro’ field their full 
strength side. 

Wanderers will: not select 
their team until shortly before 
the kick-off. One man unlikely

So; while the Wycombe 
players are confident of a good 
showing, Middlesbrough will 
not be making the mistake of 
over-confidence. They have had 
Wanderers watched a couple of 
times, including the replay 
against Bournemouth, and 
realise the task in front of them, 

They will have had a good 
look at the Loakes Park pitch, 
which the National Press have 
described as their possible 
graveyard. 

The attitude of Harold 
Shepherdson, Middlesbrough’s 
assistant’ manager, emphasises 
how seriously this match is being 
taken. 

“Wycombe are one of the 
best non-league teams I have 
seen,” he told manager Jack 
Charlton. “I was tremendously 
impressed by their spirit, 
courage and ability. They never 
stopped running.” 

And there is no danger of 
Middlesbrough underestimating 
Wycombe Wanderers. The First 
Division side have already been 
warned: “Treat Wycombe with 
every respect. Harold 
Shepherdon is the Boro's assis- 
tant manager and chief “spy.” 
He has a world-travelled inter- 
national career behind him, too. 

Apart from being associated 
with four World Cups, “Shep” 
had well over 150 international 
appearances, An expert at 
weighing up opposition, 
Shepherdson saw Wycombe 
beat Bournemouth. He returned 
home with a favourable im- 
pression, 

Strange, though it may seem, 
tomorrow's result is almost im- 
material to Wycombe 
Wanderers. The pleasure they 
have given to thousands this 
term — as they have in the last 
five seusons — has been im- 
measurable. Their financial 
return will also be considerable, 

The two matches against

replay, will long be remembered 
by those who travelled down to 
Dean Court.

in the Third Round 
of the F.A. Cup 
against Middlesbrough 
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WHEN manager Brian Lee 
was recorded on television and 
radio as giving Wycombe 
Wanderers no chance what- 
soever of beating Middles- 
brough in the third round of 
the F.A. Cup, there must have 
been many who were surprised 
to hear his words. 

They probably expected 
something like: “We're in with a 
chance,” or “You never know in 
cup games.” 

Brian Lee did not even con- 
template such thoughts. He has 
such a respect for the world of 
professional football and an 
equally high regard for Boro 
manager Jack Charlton, that he 
sincerely believes his players 
cannot beat Middlesbrough. 

And coming from a man who 
has brought Wycombe 
Wanderers more trophies, 
championships, respect and 
general success than any other 
manager in the club’s history, 
one has to heed his words. 

Brian took over as 
Wycombe's boss in 1969. At the 
time it is fair to say Wanderers 
were an above-average Isthmian 
League club. Lee changed them 
into a great one. In his first 
season the club finished league 
runners up. They won it the 
following year, retained it in 
1972 and also reached the 
Amateur Cup, semi-final. 

In *73 the Blues finished 
fourth in the league, but won the 
Berks and Bucks Senior Cup. 
Last season they won the Coun- 
ty Cup, the first ever Rothmans 
Isthmian League title and Lee 
also steered them into the se- 
cond round of the F.A. Cup, 
beating Newport 3-1 on the way. 
And this year? This time, he has 
written a new chapter in 
Wycombe Wanderers’ history 
by reaching the third round. 


The secret of much of Brian’s 
success stems from coaching. A 
fully qualified F.A. coach, he 
first attended coaching courses 
in 1954. Before that Brian, born 
in Sale, Cheshire, in 1936, had 
met with a good deal of success 
as a schoolboy sportsman. He 
won district soccer honours and 
when joining a rugby school, 
Sale G.S., he won a place in the 
First XV as a fly half or centre, 
again playing in the county 
schools team. 

During that time, however, he 
badly dislocated his elbow and a 
few years later, when playing 
soccer in the gym, he broke a 
toe which turned arthritic. That 
virtually ended any hopes Brian 
had fostered of full time sport. 
He turned his attentions to 
coaching. 

After attending courses at 
Manchester he spent weekends 
at Lilleshall and passed his 
preliminary coaching exam at 
the age of 18. He then studied at 
Shoreditch College to train as a 
teacher in handicrefts — his 
other great love. An ac- 
complished wood ad metal 
worker, Brian moved from 
Shoreditch to Bishop Vesey’s 
G.S, in Sutton Coldfield and 
then on to the Holt School, Nor- 
folk, where he was appointed 
deputy headmaster after three 
years. At both schools he was 
busy with the physical 
education. 
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Honesty ts Lee's 
key to success

In 1960, Brian joined the staff 
at Lilleshall, leaving behind him 
the teaching profession. He join- 
ed as the deputy director. After 
seven years, he moved on to the 
National Sports Centre, Bisham 
Abbey, in 1967, where he has 
been ever since. 

His childhood injuries have 
not robbed him of a full sporting 
life. Squash, cricket and golf are 
three of his other favourite 
sports. An 18 handicap golfer, 
he also played a game for 
Cheshire in a Minor County 
championship ‘‘warm-up” 
match, keeping wicket, 

When Brian Lee decided to 
take on the job as manager of 
Wycombe Wanderers, he 
brought with him fresh ideals 
which he soon implemented. 
The reserve team was axed and 
new players gradually began to 
join the club, players Lee 
himself wanted. At the time and 
still now he says: “My basic 
principles in football are hones- 
ty and sincerity. I share the 


ideals of the Rothmans spon- 
sorship — attacking football and 
sportsmanship.” 

Two men he most admires are 
former West Ham boss Ron 
Greenwood, a personal friend, 
and Walter interbottom. 
Included with these two is Jack 
Charlton, who he describes as 
“a credit to the game and one of 
the rare breed of managers who 
doesn’t manage by the 
checkbook.” 

But what of Wycombe’s 
success? 

“To succeed, you need to find 
the right kind of people,” he 
says. “We all spend a lot of time 
together training, travelling and 
playing. It is so important we all 

et along together. The players 
ave got to believe in me and 
mutual respect is essential. 
Above all, you must be honest to 
succeed,” 

Lee’s triumphs at Wycombe, 
and also the success he achieved 
when Wellington's (now Telford 
United's) boss earlier in his

career, has inevitably brought 
him offers from professional 
clubs, But Brian says: “I'll admit

but I enjoy my football at the 
moment and I also enjoy my life 
at Bisham. I’ve been lucky at 
Wycombe but you have to work 
hard to get what you deserve.” 

Brian, who was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace in 1971, has 
strong views on professional 
soccer's current trends and feels 
much of the football world 
reflects on present day society, 
“We have problems in society 
today which affects the game. I 
would like to see greater hones- 
ty all round.” 

But back to tomorrow's 
match with Middlesbrough. 
Does he still firmly believe his 
team has no chance? 

There's still no persuading the 
manager. And if somehow the 
Blues do pull off a footballing 
miracle tomorrow, I honestly 
believe the most surprised man 
of them all will be Brian Lee.

IN his playing va for Leeds 
and England, Jackie Chariton 
earned the nickname ‘The 
Giraffe.’ A long neck he may 
have, but his head is certainly 
not in the clouds. 

And that’s why he is not 
treating tomorrow's FA Cup tie 
with Wycombe Wanderers an 
less lightly than the Football 
League meetings with such 
teams as Liverpool, Stoke or 
Ipswich. 

For one name sticks in his 
memory like a bad dream — 
that of little Fourth Division 
Colchester. 

He was in that super-efficient 
Leeds team of just three seasons 
ago that went to Layer Road 
and were sensationally knocked 
out of the Cup by the Fourth 
Division ‘minnows.’ 

Don Revie's side went on to 
finish as runners-up to the 
double-winning Arsenal team 
that season — so Charlton 
knows that championship form 
counts for very little when it 
comes to the glamour of the 
Cup. 

So what was the Boro boss's 
reaction when he heard the 
Wanderers had pulled off the 
impossible by beating 
Bournemouth at Dean Court in 
the second round replay. Well, if 
looks could kill there’d have 
been a few dead people around 
him at the time. And when 
someone suggested his side had 
been given a passport to round 
four, the atmosphere became 
decidedly icy. 

Later, when I spoke to 
Chariton about the tie at Loakes 
Park, he was as honest and 
forthright as ever: “I simply hate 
going to play non-League clubs. 
They're a complete unknown 
ery I just don’t fancy it at 
au, 

“For a start I’ve heard about 
the slope on the pitch, It will be 
something we haven't come up 
against before and I'd have 
much preferred a Football 
League team, There's no joy in 
laying a non-League club, 
fou're expected to beat them — 
and beat them well. If anything 
goes wrong and you happen to 
get a bad result, then it's a dis- 
aster. So we'll obviously be 
treating this game very, very 
seriously indeed.” 

Charlton is treating it so 
seriously in fact that assistant 
manager Harold Shepherdson 
has already been down on a cou- 
ple of spying missions to watch 
the Wanderers. 

The former England trainer, 
who now draws up dossiers on 
future Boro rivals for Jack 
Charlton, watched the replay at 
Bournemouth and came back 
with a glowing report about 
Wycombe's play. In fact, he told 
his boss at Ayresome Park that 
the Blues looked every bit as 
good as any Third or Fourth 


, Division side he'd seen this 


season 

“They were well organised 
and played with real skill, flair 
and determination and | think 
we'll have a real battle on our 
hands," ‘Shep’ reported. 

The FA Cup, of course, has 
never been a lucky competition 
for Boro.

Deadly serious — 
that’s Big Jack

there on three occasions . . . 
1936, 1947 and 1970. 

Big Jack, as he’s affectionate- 
ly known in the town now, has 
has an almost unbroken run of 
success since taking over as 
manager of Boro in May 1973. 
Within a few months of his ap- 
pointment the whole at- 
petee ne around Ayresome 
Park became electrically 
charged. His personal 
magnetism was almost all that 
was necded to change one of the 
most consistent Second Division 
sides for four or five years into 
title winners by the staggering 
margin of 15 points — a record 
for Division Two. 

I say almost, because 
Charlton's other magical move 
was to persuade Bobby Mur- 
doch, given a free transfer by 
Celtic in recognition for his 
tremendous service, to go to 
Ayresome Park. 

Like Murdoch, Charlton was 
a one-club man until he came to 
Middlesbrough. Big Jack had 


been at Leeds since leaving his 
home town of Ashington as a 
raw 15 year-old, 

He made his debut for United 
against Doncaster Rovers as 
long ago as April 1953. That was 
in the Second Division. He had 
to wait another 10 years before 
Leeds won promotion, That, of 
course, was under Don Revie 
and it was he who told Jack that 
he'd never make a footballer. 
That brought Charlton to his 
senses — and later Revie told 
him he could eventually fill the 
No. 5 shirt for England. 

Sir Alf Ramsey — then just 
plain Alf — agreed, In 1965 
Charlton won his first cap in the 
match with Scotland. He went 
on to éarn 34 more including 
playing a vital role in England’s 

istoric World Cup win in 1966. 

His club career continued for 
almost another three seasons in 
which time he'd carried off 
virtually every honour going. 
How about this for an im- 
pressive list: 1964 Second Diy. 
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Chesham United 1, Wycombe Wanderers 3. Howard Kennedy and Tony

championship medal; 1965 FA 
Cup runners-up medal; 1966 
World Cup winners’ medal; 
1967 Footballer of the Year & 
Fairs Cup winners’ medal; 1969

That, by any measurement, is 
a magnificent list. Charlton add- 
ed the Second Division title and 
Manager of the Year awards to 
it last season, his first as a 
manager. He's after more of the 
glory this season ... and an FA 
Cup Final appearance at 
Wembley, leading out his team 
is one of the targets 


And that’s why Wycombe 
Wanderers, who stand in his way 
at the first hurdle, will be treated 
with the same respect as any 
First Divsion opponents.

As Big 
Jack says himself: “No way.”

...and it all started at a ‘tripe supper’! 


THE history of 
Middlesbrough Football 
Club dates back as far as 
1876. It was on February 
18 of that year that a group 
of people met at the Dog 
Inn, Market Place for a 
tripe supper And during 
that meeting, the club was 
born. 


With no money or 
sent, funds were rais- 
ed largely by the efforts of 
the players and subscrip- 
tions. After struggling 
through the first two years, 
Middlesbrough progressed 
and in 1878 there was the 
first recorded three-figure 
gate. One hundred and fifty 
spectators attended a match. 

The gate money in those 
days was three old pence for 
adults and one pence for 
children. 


In the 1890's the club won 
the FA Amateur Cup after a 
move to turn professional 
was turned down. They beat 
Uxbridge 2-1, the only ‘pro’ 
club to ever win the cup. 

Before that, though, hate 
was the first recorded FA 
Cup-tie in the history of 
the club. Middlesbrough lost 
5-1 against Staveley and 
history recalls that “nearly 
the whole of the 
Middlesbrough team found 
themselves in hospital after 
the match.”

Over the years, Middles- 
brough have produced many 
star players. Five products

But without a doubt, Wilf 
Mannion was the greatest 
star. The incomparable 
“golden boy” of British 
soccer could put 10,000 ex- 
tra on the gate at any ground 
in the country. 

George Hardwick, who 
captained England, was a 
famous and stylish full back. 

Middlesbrough, for a long 
time, were hailed as one of the 
most attractive sides in the 
country. Yet no honours came 
their way. The First Division 
championship always remain- 
ed well out of their grasp. The

MIDDLESBROUGH boss Jack Charlton is a man with a 
special knowledge of Isthmian League soccer. For Charlton 
was the strong man at the heart of the Leeds United defence 
when they played Sutton United in the fourth round of the F.A. 
Cup on January 25, 1970 — one of the few games when an 
Isthmian side has taken on a First Division ‘grant’. 


His experience in that match 
gave him a useful insight into the 
amateur scene which he will 
doubtless recall in preparing for 
this Saturday’s cup tie against 
Wycombe. 

On that memorable day at 
Gander Green Lane, Charlton 
was an integral part of the Leeds 
defence which thwarted all the 
efforts of a brave Sutton side 
who had become the first 
amateur club to reach the fourth 
round of the competition since 
Walthamstow Avenue 20 years

When Charlton and the rest of 
the Leeds side who 
represented arguably the best 
club team in Europe at that time 
— trotted out to do battle, there 
was a record 14,000 crowd 
crammed into the little Surrey 
ground. Inevitably Leeds won 
and won decisively 6-0, but it 
was the occasion rather than the 
final score which will be 
remembered by the fans and of- 
ficials of the Sutton club who 
under former Wanderers 
manager Sid Cann, had written a 
fresh chapter in their history. 

When the draw was made and 
Sutton won a replay with 
Hillingdon to clinch the fourth 
lace, offers of hel 
poured into the United ground. 
Among those who helped on the 
day were 30 pupils enlisted by 
Sutton skipper Ted Powell from 
his local school. They sold 
programmes and acted as ball 
boys. 

The build up to the game 
effectively began on the 
previous Sunday when tickets 
went on sale to the public. A 
queue almost two miles long 
snaked its way through streets 
surrounding the ground and 
7,500 tickets were sold in three 
and a half hours, 

On the day itself, 15,000 
programmes were sold, crowd 
trouble was kept to a minimum 
while afterwards there were 
tributes to the courage of the 
amateurs from Leeds manager 
Don Revie and skipper Billy 
Bremner,
